Our ideas of baby feed in g have 
changed a g r ea t deal the past few 
years, as 
scientific 
research 
has 
broadened our k n ow led ge o f the 
field. N ot so lon g ago a baby’s diet 
liuiir.g 
th e 
first 
y ear 
consisted 
m o stly o f milk w ith so m e sort of 
gruel added iater fo r a bit o f bulk. 
N ow , how ever, 
w e have learned 
th a t milk should be supplem ented 
w ith orange juice and cod liver oil 
to increase the vitam in content of 
our babies’ diets. 
Cereal is added 
as an im portant source o f carbo­ 
hydrates fo r en ergy, the protein of 
'‘g g yolk and m ineral content of 
I ruffs and v eg eta b les are consid­ 
ered essen tial fo r building stro n g 
bones and stu rd y teeth and en rich ­ 
ing the iron con ten t in the b a b y ’s 
body. 


A t 
birth 
a 
baby 
h as 
enough 
iron stored up in his liver to last 
about six m onth s. This supply is 
gradually 
depleted 
as 
the 
baby 
draw s upon it, until around fou r 
m onths it is n ecessa ry to begin r e ­ 
fu n d in g to m aintain your b a b y ’s 
health. Cooked and finely strained 
: ruffs and v eg eta b les are an e x ce l­ 
lent source fo r this n e w supply. 
But they are a tedious task to p r e ­ 
pare day in and d a y ou t— sh opping 
around fo r choice, season al prod­ 
ucts, clean in g and chopping and 
cooking 
tin y 
batches 
under 
the 
uncertain 
controls 
of 
the 
hom e 
Kitchen, 
th en 
rubbing 
th e foods 
pain sta k in g ly th ro u g h a colander. 
It cc rtsin ly saves a deal of tim e 
and trouble, and adds im m ea su r­ 
ably to your fe e lin g o f secu rity to 
know that you can now' g e t fine 
strained food s 
alread y 
prepared, 
packed in tins and ready to serve. 
Fruits and veg eta b les, cereals and 
soups — all 
the varieties recom 


mended by y o u r doctor and o f the 
careful qu ality he demands. 
Several problem s m ay arise when 
you begin feed in g your baby more 
■ olid food. One o f the first o f thes ‘ 
is train in g th e baby to accept the 
food th a t is given . B ab y m ay rebel 
at the fe e lin g o f this new food. It 
is not th a t he dislikes the taste, 
but th a t the con sisten cy is differ­ 
ent from the liquids he is used to. 
To this end a m other m u st p ersist 
p atiently, offering the new food to 
• he baby w ith o u t a n y disp lay of 
em otion on her part until he* ha • 
accepted 
and 
sw allow ed a 
taste. 
A fte r he has learned to accept the 
food offered him , he will g r o w to 
like the ta ste, too. W hen the m other 
follow s up th is first lesson by in­ 
sistin g 
p lea sa n tly 
on 
each 
new 
food, the baby will soon be e n ­ 
thu siastic ab ou t a w hole range o f 
flavors. 
It m ay be y ou r doctor w ill rec­ 
om m end se r v in g ju st a sm all por­ 
tion o f strained foods diluted with 
liquid a t first. Y ou will sta r t w ith 
a teaspoonful o f carrots, perhaps, 
combined w ith an equal a m ou n t of 
w a ter or the b a b y ’s milk form ula. 
It is w ell to fe e d ev en this diluted 
m ixture w ith a spoon, how ever, to 
train the baby in new' techniques 
of handling food. 
A fte r a d a y or 
so, double th e a m ou n t o f strained 
food 
used, 
reta in in g 
the 
first 
am ount o f w a ter. And so on, until 
by the third o r fourth d ay 
you 
m igh t 
tr y 
g iv in g 
your 
baby 
stra ig h t 
stra in ed 
foods 
w ithout 
a n y liquid a t all. 
In b eg in n in g a new food, a lw a y s 
offer it a t th e first o f the meal 
when baby is hu ngry. On no ac­ 
count is it w is e to tak e the edge 
off his a p p etite by n u rsin g him or 
Saving him th e bottle as th is will 
d efea t y o u r pu rp ose entirely. Offer 
a sm all a m o u n t o f th e n ew food 
and w h en a 
ta s te has been ac­ 
cepted, yo u can stop for th a t meal 
and go back to m ore fam iliar fare 
like milk. T his is one o f the m ost 
im portant les so n s 
you will 
ever 
teach, fo r in tr a in in g your baby 
to accept n e w fo o d s pleasantly, you 
are la y in g th e 
foundation fo r a 
healthier, 
hap pier 
childhood 
and 
ad u lt life.
